GETS ANOTHER REPRIEVE 


Board ot Pardon Grants Contin- 


uance in Case of Woman 


Condemmed to Hang. 


HARRISBITfiG, Pa., March .15.—The 


Pennsylvania supreme court having decid- 
ed yesterday to send the case of-Samuel 
Greason, col'ored, under sentence of death 
in Beading for the murder of John Ed- 
wards in 1901, back to the Berks county 
court, the board of pardons today grant- 
ed a continuance in his caee and also in 
that of Mrs. Kate Edwards, white, who 
is also cpndemned to death for the same 
crime. At the February session of the 
pardon board the condemned couple were 
reprieved until ten days after the present 
meeting of the board, so that the attor- 
neys could again take the case of Grea- 
son before the supreme court The de- 
cision of the board today acts as a stay, 
pending the disposal of the case by the 
Berks county court. 


Grenson and Mrs. Edwards had been 


sentenced to be hanged on February 10, 
but on February 15, attorneys for Grea- 
son appeared before the board of par- 
dons and submitted evidence to the ef- 
fect that Mrs. Edwards had confessed 
that Greason was innocent of the crime 
of killing her husband. The board there- 
upon reprieved Greason so that his case 
could be further investigated and re- 
prieved Mrs. Edwards in order that she 
might be used as a witness in Greasou's 
behalf. Nothing has been done looking 
toward a new trial for the condemned 
woman, and after the Greason case is 
disposed of by the Berks county court, 
her application for a commutation of 
sentence will be acted upon by the board 
of pardons. That tribunal has twice re- 
fused to commute her sentence. 


Both Greason and Mrs. Edwards have 


listened to the reading of the death war- 
rant ten times and both have been under 
the eyes of the death watch for two 
vears.

Mrs. Chadwick Weeps Bitterly, 


Knowing House Furnish- 


ings Will be Sold. 


CLEVELAND, March 15.—Mrs. Chad- 


wick accompanied by two deputy United 
States marshals left tho county jail to- 
dav in a closed carriage and was driven 
to her old home for a farewell visit. With 
the exception of five hundred dollars 
worth of personal effects, exempt from 
the claims of creditors all of the furnish- 
ings and other personal property in the 
house will be sold at public auction by 
Trustee Loeser next Friday. Mrs. Chad- 
wick was granted permission by Judge 
Taylor of the federal court to visit her 
home today to decide upon what proper- 
ty she would retain. It was evidently a 
trying ordeal for the convicted woman.

of the house, selecting such articles as 
she desired to keep. Shortly after be- 
ginning this task she encountered Dr. 
Chadwick. Husband and wife nt first 
merely smiled and,nodded and then in 
a formal way shook hands. Only a few 
words were exchanged between the cou- 
ple. .Dr. Chadwick had not previously 
seen his w.ife for about two months, when 
ho last visited her at the jail. 


Mrs. Chudwick selected,between $1,000 


and $o,000 worth of personal 
property, 


which she claimed wns exempt under the 
statute. Almost all of this was wear- 
ing apparel, and Nathan Loeser, trusteo 
in bankruptcy, said that he would pro- 
test each nnd every selection. Mr. Loes- 
cr snid: "Mrs. Chadwick selected enough 
clothing for twenty-five women, which, 
in view of the way she has squandered 
her creditors' money, I consider very bad 
taste." 


Before leaving the house. Mrs. Chad-

CONTRACTORS ARE HAPPY 


Bill to Allow City to do Public 


Work and Assess Cost 


Will be Killed. 


Racine contractors are happy today 


over the possible defeat of a bill offered 
in the legislature at Madison by Assem- 
blyman IJell, which authorizes cities of 
the second, third and fourth cln>scs to 
perform public work and collect th« cost 
thereof. The a?sembly committee report- 
ed favorably upon the bill, but yester- 
day the senate committee on corpora- 
tions recommended for indefinite post- 
ponement of the bill, which means its 
death. 


The bill is one drawn by Mayor Nelson 


and against which there was a howl by 
different teamsters and contractors and 
they 6ent-petitions to Madison against it 
and also a. committee to lobby against it. 


The bill provides that the council of all 


cities of the second, third and fourth 
class, whether operating under special or 
general charter, may. by resolution, di- 
rect the grading of streets, construction 
of sewers, laying of pavements and 
sprinkling and cleaning of streets by the 
city under the direction of the board of 
public works, or such pcnon or body per- 
forming the duties of such board. Also 
that such cities may purchase all neces- 
sary nnfl' proper equipment to properly 
carry on such work. 


Whenever any such public work is per- 


formed by the city, n.s hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the cost thereof shall be paid for 
in tho same manner as such work would 
have been paid for hud it been performed 
by any person contracting with the city, 
and the power to levy special assess- 
ments to defray the cost and expense 
thereof shall be the name as now pro- 
vided for by special or general charter, 
and all rules governing the assessment 
and collection thereof shall apply.

cription followed with the panic .strick- 
en people lighting for their lives, rushed 
to tho fire escapes only' to find them Ut- 
tered with rubbish of all descriptions and 


Down through this 
almost impassable. 
cluttered narrow passagew•nv flowed .a 


NEW YORK, March 14.—Nineteen per 


sons dead, two score injured, some so ser- 
iously that they may die and nearly 200 
persons temporarily homeless, is in brief 
the story of New York's latest fire hor- 
ror. The victims of today's disaster were 
'typical cast side people, tho scene a typi- 
cal east sido tenement, and tho incidents 
attending it were in many ways peculiar 
to that cosmopolitan quarter. To appar- 
ently reckless displays of heroism, shown 
by dromon, policemen and volunteer res- 
cuers, alone, is due tho fact that the list 
of dead is not greater. 


Tiro hundred persons herded in the big 


five story double decker tenement house 
were- sleeping, when flames from an over- 
turned, exploding kerosene lamp in the 
basement spread through the structure 
and wrapped the entire 
building in 


flame* almost before an alarm had been 
sounded. Even when the sleepers awoke 
at the first cry it was almost too lute, 
but hardly more than a moment was nec- 
essary to" show them that their troubles 
Lad scarcely begun. 


FIRE ESCAPE CLOGGED. 


The long .narrow iron fire escape which 


-ran down tho building on each side of its 
exposed sides had been m«dc receptacles 
for rubbish of all descriptions and in 
many cases they were little better than 
useless. It was found also that every fire 
escape platform on the building had in 
it a "blind" or a square piece of board 
which fits into the 
opening through 


which the ladder passe* in the grated 
floor. The result of these obstructed es- 
capes was 


stream of humanity. On some of the es- 
capes the rubbish was so closely packed 
that it became impossible to puss cer- 
tain points and men, women and child- 
ren stood literally roasting to death as 
tho flames roared 
through windows 


around them. 


RESCUED BY POLICEMAN. 


One of the escapes, which ended near 


tho roof of a shed about twenty feet 
above the ground, had been manned by 
Policeman John J. Dawn, who had run a 
plank across to the window of an ad- 
joining building. Nearly a dozen per- 
sons had been carried across this narrow 
bridge by the policeman when the flames 
bega°n to sweep around the lower end of 
the fire escape. Rushing into the fire 
the policeman seized a little child and 
started on the last return trip across to 
the place of safety. He had -made only 
half the distance, whc'.i the plank, burn- 
ed move than half through, broke where 
it rested on tho fire escape and the res- 
cuer and rescued fell fo the stone paved 
yard 20 feet below. The man 
struck 


fairly on his back and one ot his should- 
ers was shattered by the force of tho 
fall. Tho child was uninjured. In the 


other side of the house lay three bodies, 
Mrs. Solomon and" her two sons, Isaac 
and'Jacob. They had been overcome 
there by th,e flames. 


Two other members of the Solomon 


family were seen to look from the win- 
dows and then back in the burning 
building, 
SEEKING- FOR THEIR LOST ONES. 
The elder Solomon, the husband and 


father, was one of those .rescued by Pa- 
trolman Dawn. When he reached tho 
street his whiskers had been burned off 
and he wore nothing but underclothing. 
For more than one hour ho had been 
wandering around in 'this condition 
searching for. his family, when he came 
upon the bodies after they had been re- 
moved from the fire escape. As he rec- 
ognized the charred bodies^he broke in- 
to 
passionate weeping with agonized 


cries of "mein kinder, mein kinder. His 
jxperience was paralleled by dozens of 
others in the house. After the fire was 
under control tho street was filled with 
half dressed, weeping people, scekingjor 
their relatives, imploring th'e firemen 
and policemen to go into the burning 
building and rescue the loved ones whom 
they believed to be perishing there. Yet

the air on the hot iron ladders and pint-

M they waited for help. Through tho

the crowded escapes and upper windows. 
By this time the building was a furnace 
and the rescues wore affected in many 
cf.ses only after the greatest show of 
bravery on the part of the firemen.

Bonner, son of the former fire chief, as- 
cended the now red hot fire escapes five 
times. Four times he came down with a 
woman or a child in his arms. The fifth 
time he was makin£ for the street with 
an unconscious woman when his strength 
gave way. Ho staggered and would 
have fallen to death had not a comrade 
come to his assistance. As Bonner 
reached a fourth story window on one of 
his ascents and dragged a little girl 
from a window where she stood sur- 
rounded by names she pleaded with him 
to loave her on the escape and go in af- 
ter her little brother, whom she had car- 
ried to the window. He had fallen un- 
conscious and was roasting, she said. 
Bonner jumped through the window, and

This .say* the New- York World was 3,- 
002.000 short of this, and "just what pro- 
portion of these potential but absentee 
voters were dissatisfied Democrats, dis- 
gruntled Republicans, disqualified ne- 
groes, or southern whiter who had not 
sufficient incentive to vote in tho absence 
of a'real contest in their states, there is 
no trustworthy method of ascertaining.

Judge Bdden, 1'cler B. Nelson, who rep- 
resented the defendant, announced that 
ic would carry the case to the supreme 
ourt of the slate and that he would 
ise tho case to attack the constitution 
.lity of the law known us "the game 
aws."

,eya for Neergaard held further, that tin 
nstructionu of the court when the case 


tried in the circuit court were not in

Tbreo days after the events nar-

The entrance was guarded by 
a squadron of Cossacks, and a line 
of prison vans stood near, ready to 
move at the word of command with 
the first detachment of political pris- 
oners from among the hundrads ar- 
nestod during tho wholesale raids of 
the police made- by order of the min- 
ister. 


Of the prisoners arrested in the 


Nihilist rendezvous, four—Oramlnsky 
and Hersx 'belac twfc.w*ra. aan- 


tence'd to' doath; the' others, without 
exception, to exile 
in 
Siberia 
for 


terms ranging from ten years to lire. 
Klrshkin's fate alone was undecided. 
He had made a full confession of all 
he knew, and it was determined to 
keep him In St. Petersburg In hopes 
that he could furnish the authorities 
with still fuller details of the great 
conspiracy. 


Two by two, heavily shackled, the 


prisoners moved slowly from the pris- 
on and took their places In the wait- 
ing vans. 


Among the last to emerge were 


Alexis and Ivan — Ilda, with the wom- 
en, had gone before. 


In going to the van in which they 


were to be conveyed to the railway 
station to begin, their long journey to 
the mines of Siberia, Ivan and Alexis 
passed the conveyance where Ilda sat 
In company with two other women. 


They had not seen each other since 


they had been taken from the office 
of the minister of police, when Ivan, 
torn by the soldiers from the arms of 
Olga, felt, as he received a last fare- 
well embrace, the hapless girl faint in 
his arms.

As the train rolled along, Ivan and

portunity of exchanging confidences. 
They had been placed in separate 
cells In the prison, and knew nothing 
of what had transpired during the 
time of their confinement. Of their 
destination they were both Ignorant, 
beyond the fact that they wero bound 
for Siberia. They found some conso- 
lation, however, in being together, and 
each tried to comfort the other by 
expressing a hope that when tho truth 
was known their punishment would 
not be so severe.

the ordinary dress, although Alexis, 
Immediately after its arrival In the 
PetropavloBk prison, had been com- 
pelled to give up his uniform and 


4on the garb of a civilian. Now, how- 
sver, they had .arrived at tho depot 
"or those destined for Siberia, and 
Ihey were 
soon made awars that 


henceforth 
they would live under 


changed conditions. 


Two or three days after their ar- 


rival at 
Saratov, a rumor spread 


among the prisoners that the convoy 
Sor Siberia was about to start on the 
tollowlng morning, and this proved to 
!)o true, for the order was issued to 
prepare to march. As a preliminary 
tho convicts were divided Into two 
classes— the politicals and the 'crim- 
inals — other than those convicted of 
offenses of a political nature. Of the 
first there were two classes — the sylnt 
or simple exiles, whose offenses were 
designated under the general term of 
"untrustworthiness"— and the hard- 
labor class, who were convicted of 
some overt act against the peace and 
dignity of the czar. Some of the pris- 
oners were taken to the barber shop, 
where one side of the head was 
shaved bare; and the hair an the 
other side being allowed to. remain, 
they presented, when their caps were 
removed, a pitifully grotesque appear- 
ance, To the strong leather 
belt 


which confined their greatcoats at 
the waist were attached two chains 
which reached to the ankles, where 
they were riveted to the ankle irons. 


Alexis and Ivan were fortunate in 


being exempted from the degradation 
of having their hair cut In the man- 
ner described, but In all other re- 
spects they were treated as the other 
convicts. They tried to gain Informa- 
tion from the guards as to Ilda, but 
it was without avail, and they were 
left in uncertainty as to her fate. But 
they were not long In suspense. 


Early on the following morning a 


buglo sound rang through tho prison, 
and a few minutes later all were act- 
ive. Orders were Issued 'In quick, 
sharp tones to tho prisoners to be 
ready to march, and after a hasty 
breakfast of the regulation fare- 
black bread and barley soup— the 
prisoners wero drawn up in line in 
the courtyard. A list of their names 
were called, their Irons examined, 
each prisoner shouldered his canvas 
bag and then, ied by a detachment of 
soldiers and guarded on both sides 
and the rear, the column of "unfortu- 
nates"— the general term for exiles in- 
Russia— was ordered to march. The 
outer gates opened and the prisoner*

to carry them up the Vol.™ in Kasan. 


Among the three hundrsd and odd 


prisoners there were some thirty-flve 
women—some of them being tho wives 
of exiles, .who elected to-'share their 
husband's fate; some who were, being 
deported for political activity, and 
others who had been guilty of crime. 
As the column, started^ .Alexis .and 
Ivan, who had managed to still be to- 
gether—a favor granted to 'them by 
reason of a trifling bribe to one of 
the guards—recognized Ilda in her 
dress of an exile. That Ilda also rec- 
ognized them they were sure, although 
she made no slgni fearing to betray 
a desire to get nearer to them—a 
movement that would-have been pre- 
vented because doslred'r 


But when they reached the steamer 


they were rewarded for their self-de- 
nial, and for the first time since they 
had been separated at the doors of 
the prison in St. Petersburg they 
found an opportunity to converse free- 
ly. This gave them a chance to agrea 
upon a cypher mode of communica- 
tion which they felt would prove use- 
ful in the probable event of their early 
separation. 


Alexis was by far the most cheer- 


ful of the three, and did all in his 
power to comfort his companions. "I 
feel sure," he said, "that my father 
when he discovers the tr;M> IstSs will 
relent and that our pardflto are only 
a question of time. 
But I fcave" a 


stronger ground for hope. 
C do not 


believe that Gen. Cobb will desert me, 
and I foal sure that even- now he is 
at work on our behalf. Keep up a 
brave heart, dear Ilda, and be assured 
that happiness Is yet.in store for us; 
all." 


The steamer with its load of human, 


freight wan* on up the broad Volga 


until Kasan was reached. Here a 
short delay occurred, but in a few 
tours the exiles were transferred to 
another steamer, tbeir destination be- 
ing Perm., on the River Kama. They 
were now rapidly approaching the Si- 
berian frontier. On their arrival at 
Perm, they were marched to a train 
of cars In waiting, and without fur- 
ther delay were forwarded on their 
journey. 


At tho end of the railway line the 


prisoners were disembarked and tak- 
en to the receiving prison, where they 
were to rest a lew days before be- 
ginning their long march of weeks, 
perhaps months, to the mines of Sibe- 
ria. It was while at this place that 
Alexis, Ilda and Ivan learned of their 
destination. 
Ivan and Alexis were to 


go to Chltka, the capital of the prov- 
ince of the Trans-Baikal^ a place,on 
the bank of the Ingoda rtvor, one of 
the tributaries of the Amoor. Ilda 
learned that at this point she would 
be separated from her companions. 
She was to go some two hundred 
miles further—to Stralensk. 


We may pass over the long and 


dreary march of the exiles for weeks 
and months In their journey over the 
great highway of. Siberia.

The scanty food, the foul air of the 
kamaras or prison pens, the long 
marches on foot day by day—these 
need not further be referred to. Suf- 
fice it to say that the journey was ac- 
complished at last, and the exiles 
wero at their destination. 


By great good fortune tho com- 


miindant of the district where Ivan 
and Alexis found themselves was an 
old 
soldier who had served under 


Count Nazimoff in tho Turkish war, 
and he felt pity for.the son of his old 
commander. Alexis was allowed many 
privileges not accorded to,ordinary 
convicts, and the horrors of exile 
were, by his intercession, also soft- 
ened for Ivan. Ilda, they heard, had 
been assigned to duty by tho governor 
a: Stralensk as a nurse, and she had 
also an opportunity to earn something 


] beyond the scanty government allow- 


ance by teaching the governor's chil- 
dren.

been, a bane to any nation, a. curac to 
society, a menace, to the home, an 'in- 
citement to married unhappiness and to 
immorality, an evil thing for men, and a 
still more hideous evil for women. These 
unpleasant tendracieii in our American 
life are mode evident by articles such as 
tliose which I actually read not long

SEEKS FOK ROJESTVENSKY. 


This appearance 
of 
Vice 
Admiral 


Togo's fleet in the track that would be 
used in any attempt by Vice Admiral 
Rojestvcnsky to make, for Vladivostok 
is regarded in London aa the most inter- 
esting news of tho day. It is not known 
whether Vice Admiral Togo himselt is 
with the fleet. 


According to the. Daily Mail's corres- 


pondent at Singapore, who visited the 
fleet, the officers were unusually retic- 
ent. 
Two Japanese officers landed nnd 


conferred with the Japanese consul, and 
it was understood by the correspondent 
that the squadron would shortly sail 
again, as it required nothing. The pre- 
sumption is that Vice Admiral Toco ac- 
quired some information concerning Ro- 
jestvensky's intended movements. 
EXPECT MOVE TOWARD VLADIVO- 


STOK. 


So far as known in London Rojcstven- 


sky's squadron is still off the coast of 
Madagascar, but as the ice in the har- 
bon of Vladivostok is probably begin- 
ning to give, the Russian admiral must 
soon make a decision whether to dash 
for Vladivostok or to return to Russia. 
Naval experts believe that Togo will not 
go much further in quest of the Baltic 
squadron, on the ground that he can.

Judge Belden decided at Elkhorn a 


case of more than passing interest con- 
cerning county court law. Upon the ap- 
plication of Elizabeth Taylor to have the 
time extended for filing claims against 
the estate of Theodotia Pierce, deceased, 
the court held that the time allowed 
nnd limited for tho 
filing 
of 
claims 


against estates of deceased persons can 
be enlarged or extended only where, up- 
on 
petition, notice, and good 
cause 


shown, the court decides upon such peti- 
tion within sixty days from the expira- 
tion of the time originally limited for 
filing claims. Much diversity 
of con- 


struction 
of the statute involved 
has 


been indulged in by the county courts of 
this state, some holding that it was suf- 
ficient if the application for tho exten- 
sion was filed within tho sixty days. 
Judge 
Bcldon holds that 
the county 


court loses all jurisdiction to act unless 
it decides within the sixty days. This 
question hns jicvcft been before the su- 
preme courj, of this state, and it is not 
known that it lias ever been before a 
circuit court before. The practice in Ka- 
cine county is in accord with the decis- 
ion.
